of vaine gloric, Such things haue ben vvritten by me 

pubitiny aeheny touching the manners of the Pope. 

Cardinals, Biſhops, and of the yvhol Clergie, vvhich 1 

had by report of men of nocredit, Bur as {one as I had 

obteincd my libertie,inc 5ntinent [ amended my former 

fault, and.cofciſed ro M.Luck Kirby novy execurtcd, but 
then a priſoner, tha: [ had vvritten very lewdly. 

[| wrote many things, did many things, the which 

I vtterly denied either to write or to do, before that 

the Licutenant of the Tovver threatencd me, and that 

ofcen, to rack and torment me, vvhich greuous puniſh- 

mentes my fraile fleſh did abhorre, And therfore I did 

bur execut his vvill and invention. Whatſocucr he come 

' maunded, that I wrot, that I did, ſo l ſpake, not of mal- 

lice, but by conſtraint, nog of cuell yyill, but of deucl- 


liſh @ ion I yyrote many things falfly, and itre- 
[me that ever 1 vyrote them betore [ departed ouy 
of England asa runnegate for my enormeous finnes, 
vyhich yezed and diſquieted my conſcience daie and 
nightexcedingly. - 

-*.T nener appeered before 7 [udge or other officer 
inEngland asa vvitnes againſt any one Romane Ca.

Surely I can nor 
for the honor of our countrie, and the dew reſpe&TI 
haue to office, and auRoritie (though to ſaie truth, they 
be not of any high fun&ion that vvorke vs theſe woes 
commonly ) diſCourr their foule vncharitable, & yn- 
chriſtian abule of my frailtie , in procuring my fall 
from God, and rcuolt from the rrevy Catholike Church. 
vyhich other vviſe ro the ſhame of that irreligious he- 
relic, and mine owne confuſion in this vyorlde , that [ 
might finde more mercie for the next, I yyould wil- 
lingly lay open to the Chriſtian reader, | 
This only which is the leaſt of thouſandes of their 
ſinfull, and craftie colluſfions, I may not omit, to warne 
you, that they giue out, as often as any man of feare,pu- 
fillanimitie, or any other worldly reſpe&, yeldeth to 
their defircs, that it is Gods ewne hande, & miraculous 
vvorcke, proccding of the inuinceible force, of their 
ſpirir, Sorpeng doRrine,againſt which, no learning, 
nor other obſtivacie of man may reſiſte. So ſurely the 
behaued them ſeluesin my caſe, vvhe they knew it bet 
them ſclucs in their conſcience to be othervviſe,being 
rhe craftic procurers of my fall, and that they had not 
inmy inyyard OPINION or iudgement{which vyas neuer 
i take Godto vvitneſle altered)though in outyyarde 
ſhevy ouerthrowen me. 

Novy my dearely beloued bretheren and yyho ſo- 
euerels ſhall happeto reade this my pitiful complainte 
of my late diſtrefſes and tragicall a&es, I doe proteſt 
vnto you before God, and al his ſainRes, and "4m A " 
gels, 
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gels,that my yelding to their damnable defirescame not 
of any motion of the holy Ghoſt, by any probabilite 
of argument, or autoritie ether of holy ſcripture, do» 
Qor, or any other reaſonable moriue, or for that I had 
any doubt yyhether the Catbolike Romane religion vyere 
the trevv, and only fauing faith and vvorſhip of God 
orno, for though 1 be never ſo fimple, yer being in 
common ſence,and taking triall of both,in ſuch places, 
as I haue lived in, it is not poſſible that [, or any man 
ſhould in deede, and hart, preferrethe proteſtants pre- 
tenſed religis,tothe Catbolzke faith, but rotell the plaine 
tihth, and ſhame the Diucl, and my ſelfto, ſo farre 
as I folloyved his peruerſe ſuggeſtions, al came of mine 
ovyne concupiſcence, cuil deſire, and delicaces , which 
vvarred againſt me in my members, as th'Apoſtle ſaieth, 
and fo did ouer rule in my fpirit, oh ems and cauſed 
metoyeld to fleſh and bloode, making meto feare to 
ſuffer any paines,or abandon my plcaſures for my Lord 
and maſters ſake, vvho had ſuffered ſo much, ſheade ſo 
many teares, ſo great abundance of innocent and pre- 
tious blood for me. 

The aduerſaries threated me yvith Phalaris ball(ſo to 
eall their torments) or as in truth, them ſclues rermed it 
ynto me, Sir Ovyen Hoptons ſchole , vvith dungeons and 
death alſo, except I vvould admit an vngodly oth, to 
anſwere truely to their captious and curſed interroga- 
torics, confeſſe ſuch things, as the feare and reverence 
of God prohibited me, accuſe my felf, & appeache the 
choſen * oper of God. , 

Our Lord God gaue me many proey motions at 
the very time of that combar, to reſiſte their terrors,and 
temptations, as he did alſo his manifold graces, & good 
inſpiration,to contemnetheir ſwete promiſes of good 
beneficesand other liuings, if 1 vvould conforme my 
ſ:I{ vato them : but (a laffe) through my great finne & 
frajltic, the aduerſaries for the time preuailed, and ſpe- 
cially my carnal freends, vyho, by [ cannortell vyhat ſe- 


cret ſwete poylon of fleſhly loue, and PR of na- 
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turall kindnes, do more deepely rround and enchaunte 
their dearcſt freends , then other men can doe their 
deadly enemies. | 
Theſe lo arethe arguments, and not any colour of 
ſcriptures, any learning of the herertikes, or any other 
robabilitiein the yyorld, that can moue any man to be 
of their religion: the ſame reaſons vvill as eaſely make 
one a Turke ( I doe ſpeake it before God)as a proteſtir, 
For though thoſe, that be from their childehod brought 
vp an cheir Vniuerſires,or other their Scholes, and Chur- 
ches: vyvithour a ſpecial miraculous grace of God, can 
not lightly be of any other religion, becauſe they can 
not ordinarcly belecue excepte they heare, or reade 
ſome catholike trew teachers or yvciters,vvhoſe wri- 
tings therefore the proteſtants hide from them with all 
diligence: yet none that euer hath ben a brode in the 
vvorld,and ſeenc th'other, or that hath the good lucke 
to looke tothe faith of our forefathers in our countrie, 
or any other Chriſtian countric, can be in hart a pro- 
teſtanre, 
And would God al the youthe of both vniuer- 
ſites, eſpecially my deare Brethren ( whom God hath 
bleſſed vvith vvir, Sans wig good naturc)ſaw what 
loue, linceritie, ſweete and plaine dealing,is vſed inthe 
Seminaric ef Rhcmes(vyhere I now by God his grace 
am ) and how eaſely vpona fevy daies conference and 
hearing,vvith 10745: Fs, 5 a Feares, Forces, Tormentes, 
yvorldly allurcmentes, or preſermentes, by the only 
force of truth, and cuidence of holy ſcriptures, and 
luch other plentiful proofes, as the Church of God,and 
al Catholike ſcholes haue,for al the articles in contro» 
uerhfie, belides the great difference bertwixt the life, or- 
der and manners, ſcene here in Churches and ſcholes, 
and the wilde behauijour of our maiſters and Scholers in 
England, Or at leaſt,ir yvere to be yviſthed, that our 
fcllow {ſtudents in both the Seminaries, or other 
Catholikes, mighr hauc the like fred6 to cometo thoſe 
yniuerſites, as theirs do hither, and there go trie, with 
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out threares of jimpriſonme: & death,or terrifyinge,by A 
calling men traitors, rebels, and i can not tell vyhar, to - 
| ſeethen, vyhether their ſpirit or yyord ( yvhereof they 

| ſochildiſly yaunte them ſelues) could convert any of 
this education in the holy Church, to their improba- 
ble ſe Re. S DS an 2225-3605. a600 oF wb 
 Arthe beginning | knovv, vvhen their yyares were 
freſh, and their nougltics joyned to the promiſes and 
docrine of luſte and licentiouſaes, they found ſome 
ſchollers, and may yet finde ſome, to tolloyy their con- 
cupiſcentes, bur nonetrevvly ([chinke) ether yoog, 
or olde, that can be perſwaded by their arguments, 

They make much a doe, vyhen they. gaine the ex- 
ecrior aſſeng of 1nfirme perſons, vvhich in deede, are 
(thankes beto God) very fevyve in compariſon of the 
great. number of thoſe, that gloriouſly and conſtant] 
contemne their terrors & perl waſons, through whoſe 
forcible praiers, and merits, | vercly thinke, Ged hath 

jucn me now at this time, and in manner al the reſt 
of thcir feeble breth:cn, grace & mercy, that rh'enemies 
there may hauc con{uſion by vs, where they looked for 
glorie, the vycake that fell, oryvere ſcandaliſed by vs, 
may riſc and repent yvith vs, and thoſe thatflande may 
be vvarned by our frailrze, and by the admonition of 
the holy Apoſtle, ro take head they fall not. 

For mine ovyne part ( God knoweth) ſince I knevy 
yyhart religion ment, I vvas neuer (and leaſt of al, 
of latc, vyhen they cauſed meto ſubſcribe to them) of 
their meaning. I ſubſcribed(our Lord God torgiue mc) 
to that, which on c/ villiem Harteparler-preacher ro my 
yncle Sir Kobert Lanedceuiſed, & vyhi-h 1 neither knew 
of before, vyrote my ſelf, nor beleeved my felt. 

The very truth is, one Richard Leyyisa miniſter, Per- 
ſon of the Pariſh vyhere I vyas bred vp,& where l then 
abode, a famous preacher 1n deede, but ( as lam ableto 
juſtife) a moſt infamous lier , brought me to that 
enlucky bargaine,as he vyas before the procurer of my 


fk rclenting, vybich he may remember, by this token, 
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that his energamicall ſpirit could not abide the figne of 
_ Pafiion, portred 1n a glafſe vyindow,iu my Fathers 
Parler,vvhich vyas the Croſſe and vyvoundes of out Re- 
demer, vvith this ſentece yvritten about the ſame, Pirtey 
bis paſiton,that cauſed our redemprion,this goodly ſpeach he 
ſcraped out: & let the reſt alone vyhich hiz diuiliſhnes, 
no Chriſlian (I ſuppoſe)will allow, nor 1, though 
fallen before, could like io him, but once fell into hore 
diſpute vvith him about the ſame, vyhole fooliſh de- 
fence ( vvhich v vas, for that Chriſt is omnipotent, and 
a glorious God) I can not novy ſtande to reporte, 
Surely the very acquaintance with ſuch mens a16s, 
and yyordes vyhich they often lert fall in familiar com- 
munication , among ſuch as they deale yvith all ſe- 
cretly, would make a man abhorre them : one example 
may be of Fox, the autor of the yolume of Crackes & 
many lies(l vvould ſaic, Aﬀes & monuments)to whom 
vyhen I had of late in c6ference , allcaged a place of F. 
Peter, 2. Pet.c. 1-11. for proofe that our good vyorkes 
vverecaulſe of our iuſtification, and ſaluation, rhe fel- 
lovy anſwered flatly:ſuch yvordes I doc not remember, 
but if $. Petey ſay, that wee are iuſtified or ſaued Per pre- 
fidia bonoru operum(tor lo he is yyont to interlace his En- 
gliſh ſpeaches, with latten vyordes)! would ſay that he 
lied, becauſc Tame ſure that Paul hath the c6trary. whe- 
reby, and by divers like thinges, I vycl perceue thoſe 
good fellouves meaſureall religs by their owne meere 
phankhie, caring in truth, nether for Pefer, nor Paul, nor 
Cbrift, further then their can vvrith they vvordes to 
their Juſt, lam ſommething beholden to this man nor 
vvithſtanding, forthar, at our very firſt acquaintance of 
a], he made me partaker of « certen ſecrete, vvhich he 
ſaid he had not reuelcd to any man els, vz. That be vvas 
called by God bim ſelf to' make bis nevy latten booke of infti- 
fication. Againe, ar-the ſame time very impertinently ro 
our talke, he told me, that he had ſent an angell to al. 
derman Marin to change into ſingle penſe, for to im- 
ploye them in almees: yerely [laughed in my fleue to 
heare 


heare this yaine lypocrite vilherr thought I'yrith my . 
ſelf, Hypocrita cupit rien avec Theſe yvicked minifters * 
of Satan vvere they, that by their craft, pollices, & pro- 
miſes, procured my fabweriiod, and ſubſcription of the 
ſaid articles, and other yniuſt aRions. | 

All yvhich articles , vvhich vyereſeuen, I noyy by 
this publike teſtimony doe reuoke, and recant of mine 
evyne free wil, as before in hart, ſo noyy openly be- 
fore all the yyorld, proteſting, that 1 yvill by the grace 
of God, liue,and die, in the communion, and felloſhip 
of the Catbolike and Apoſtolike Church of Rome,and during 
life vvill obeyin al Ipiritual cauſes, our holy Father 
Gregory the X IH. and his ſucceſſors in th'Apoſtolike 
ſeare Chriſts vicars in earth, the reuolte from yvrhom, 
hath bene the cauſe of al theſe errors, ſees, and diui- 
fions, and that yvee can ner liue in reſt and peace of 
conſcience in our vrthappy daies, and countrie, as our 
auncetors in times paſt did, but be thus ſpoyled, & maſ- 
ſacred, for no fellony, treſpas, ortreaſon, bur for hol- 
ding that faith, which al our happy forefathers,and our 
ſelues yyere baptiſed in , and out of vyhich, I knovy 
there is no ſaluation in the next” vyorld, nor grace in 
this. Beſeching Chrift our merciful Sauiour, to pardon 
me that I denied him, and his truch, for feare of man and 
mortall paines. 

As alſo. humbly (for his ſake) defire al Catholikes, 
vrhom [ haue yniultly offended in this my fieblenes to 
forgiue ,and pray for me, that I neyer fall tothe like 
tentation againe : namely thoſe glorious confeffors, 
vyhom I loue as mine oyvyne ſoule, and honor as the 
choſen veſſels of God, vvho vyere intured by my yn» 
dew dealing.For I confeſſe, and acknowledge in my 
conſcience, that I ſhould haue ſuffered any tormenrs in 
the vyorld, rather then haue vttered any their godly 
religious aRes, to their dommage, vyhether it yvere 
trew,or falſe:and that [ſhould not, nor ought by Gods 
word, haue diſcloſed any ſuch thing, though I had raks 
an oth to doe it, and to anſyyere to al ipterrogatorics 
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be vnlavvful, andoughtnorto be taken,norbe kepr, 
if of frailtie they chaunceto be taken. Becauſe no man 
can binde him ſelf, neither by oth, vow, or any other 
obligationto God or man, to accuſe, or bewraye an 
innocent to the perſecutor : no ſuch othes (1 ſay)binde, 
being one linne totake them, and an other, and that 
greater, to keepe them, 

But the' thing a Jafſe is novy paſt, and can not be 
amended in it ſelf, but only may be forgiven, as I vercly 
hope, it is both at God and mans hand, by this my fin- 
cere confeſſing, humble crauing pardon, and poore pu- 
blike ſatisfation, till the vvhich vvas done, | could 
neuer finde reſte in.my vvounded conſcience,nor durſt 
approche to the "hu we {6b hs offer the deutiſul giftes of 
my prieſthod :made mitch vaworthy of that high fun. 
Rion, through my ſaid greuous > 2c ,and ſcandal, 
Which being now ( as I hope) in our Lords mercy,and 
.their great bats" I ſhal daily vyith great 
comfort doc, during life, theſe ſoucraine duties of 
religion for them,asalſo ( as l am moſt bound 1m deutie) 
for my deare Motker and al her Chriſtian offpringe,my 
dearely beloued Brethren and Siſters according to the 
fleſh, dceliring God, to relive their zele vvithtrew vn- 
deefinding, humbly beſeeching my louing Brother, 8& 
Siſter, vvho buund them ſelucs ina certtn ſomme of 
mony for my good behauiour( ſo they cal the confor- 
mitie to their Engliſh procedings) not to impute my 
departure to any vanatural! carleſneſſe of the loſſes, & 
dangers that may fall. vnto them by 'forfaiting their 
bande, by my retire ouer ſea: for God knovveth, it is 
the ſpeciall yyordly thing, that greucth me : but rather 
to accompte it a ſupplie of my patrimonie ( vyhich 
yvould haue ſurmonted it much in valewe) & a caſe of 
ſuch meere neceflitie, both of my ſoule and body, as no 
intereſt of temporall goods vvhatſoeuer, may coun- 
tcruaile it; and of their (inguler brotherly and ſiſterly 


affeQion ( if any extremitie ſhould be vſed — 
them 


them in the matter) as [truſt yerely their innocencie 

yyel knoyyen to the Counſel, & their great earneſtnes, 
and diligence to gaine meto that religion (vyhich they 
of errorand il] educatien thinke ro be true ) ſhal pro- 
curethem al courrteſie, & fauour therein, notro accoms- 

te the loſſe of monye, which one daye,cither inthis,or 
the next vyorld, may beredered by God, or-man againe, 
for the health & ſaluation of their owne fleſh & blood: 
or at leaft,if they th:nke this not the waieto ſaluation, 
yet for quieting of his conſcience, againſt yvhich whar 
ſocuera man doth, muſt needes be finne, and dam- 
nable. 

Thus IT ende defiring them, and al Catholikes, my 
louing brethren in Chriſt, ro pray and thanke God 
vvith me, for alhis mercies, that he hath done to my 
ſoule,as it ſhal iaude and bleſſe his holy name for ever 
more.

our Lord Leſus Chriſt,yvas receiued of the Apoſtles,and 
DoQors,8 hath ben perfited & ſealed , not onely wirk 
the blood and death of the vrorthy Martyrs , but prin- 
cipally with the blood and death of Chriſt our Lord.
